This  document  hi ghl i ghts  major  act ivit ies  and  accompl ishments  of 
Montana' s  Developmental  Disabi 1  it  ies  Planning  and  Advisory  Council  for 
the  period  October  J,  1984  through  September  30,  1935.  It's  intended 
primarily  for  the  Council's  many  constituents;  but  also  for  other 
part  ies,  organizations  and  agencies  Mhich  have  an  interest  in  events 
and  accomplishments  hfhich  improve  the  quality  of  life  for  persons  hfith 
developmental  disabi 1  it ies.  The  report  appendix  contains  information 
formatted  specifically  for  consumption  by  the  Counci 1 ' s  federal 
associates  h/ho  Mork  h/ithin  the  Administration  on  Developmental 
Disabi  1  ities    in   Washington,    D.C. 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

AJ.    De fi nit i on :       a      developmental    disabi  1  ity      is    a      severe, 
chronic    set    of    functional    1  imi  tat  ions    hihich: 

1.  Is    attributable    to   a    mental    or    physical    impairment 

or   combinat ion    of  mental    and    physical    impairments ; 

£.  Is      manifested      before      the      person      attains         age 

tiA/enty-tMo  ; 

3.  Is    likely   to   continue    indefinitely; 

4.  Results  in  substantial  functional  limitations  in 
three  or  more  of  the  fol  looting  areas  of  major  life 
act  ivi ty: 

a)  self— care ; 

b)  receptive   and   expressive    language ; 

c)  learning ; 

d)  mobility; 

e)  sel f -direct  ion ; 

f)  capacity    for    independent    living;    and 

g)  economic   self-sufficiency;    and 

5.  Reflects  the  person's  need  for  a  combination  and 
sequence  of  special ,  interdisci pi inary,  or  generic 
care,  treatment ,  or  other  services  h/hich  are 
individual ly   planned   and   coordinated. 

This  definition,  establ ished  under  Public  Lah>  95-603,  is  the 
working  definit ion  of  developmental  disabi 1  it ies.  And  it's 
from  this  reference  the  State  Council  directs  its  efforts  in 
three   major      areas:  1)       assistance       in      the      provision      of 

comprehensive  services  to  persons  h/ith  developmental 
disabi 1  it ies    with    priority   to    those    persons    whose    needs      are 
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not  otherwise  met  under  other  federal  legislation;  £) 
assistance  to  the  State  in  appropriate  planning  act ivit ies ; 
and,  3)  grant ing  of  seed  monies  to  public  and  private 
agencies  to  establ ish  model  programs,  to  demonstrate 
innovat  ive  habi 1 i tat  ion  techniques  and  to  train  professional 
and  paraprofessional  personnel  in  the  provision  of  services 
to    persons    hiith    developmental    disabi  1  it  ies. 

B.  Desired  Outcomes:  in  the  course  of  any  one  planning 
and  act  ivit y  year  the  Council  seeks  results  from  its 
hiork,  as  detai  led  above,  hihich  hiill  increase  the 
in^SESQdence,  ini.^3C^i.i9Q  '3"<^  Et29^!:i£ti.Yi^y^  of  its 
const ituents.  These  particular  goals  find  the  Council 
and  its  membershi p  in  concert  hfith  the  princi pies  of 
the  federal ly  mandated  Protect  ion  and  Advocacy  Programs 
(in   Montana,     the   Montana    Qdvgcacy  Pr23t2£Dl^ •        Tf^^       final 

outcome  of  both  programs  is  the  enhancement  of  the 
quality  of  life  for  persons  hiith  developmental 
disabi  1  it  ies. 

C.  Funding:  Council  monies  come  directly  from  the  federal 
government  by  authorization  of  public  lai^.  Up  to  and 
through  the  lath  of  October  1984,  the  Council' s  mandate 
existed  in  P.  L.  SS-502 f  on  October  19th,  the  President 
signed  P.  L.  98-527,  the  "DD"  Pict  of  1984  and,  ^ith 
that,  authorized  increased  levels  of  funding  for  all  57 
counci Is  throughout  the  country  and  its  territories. 
Current  funding  for  Montana' s  council  is  set  at 
$300,000.  00.  Of  this  total  amount,  $195,000.  00  is  used 
to  impact,  direct  1 y,  the  state's  services  and  service 
needs  of  persons  hiith  developmental  disabi  1  it  ies  ;  the 
remainder  is  applied  to  operational  costs  including 
meeting   expenses    and   staff  compensation. 

D.  1985  Goals  and  Ob  jectives:  the  Council,  in  keeping 
i^ith  its  pract  ice  of  annual  review  and,  h/here 
appropriate,  revision,  of  its  Service  and  /Advocacy 
Plan,  put  forth,  for  1985,  the  following  goals  and 
objectives.  [The  reader  should  note  here  under  federal 
lai^  the  Council  develops  goals  and  objectives  i^ith 
reference  to  "priority  service  areas".  For  1985,  the 
Council  selected,  as  in  past  years,  Child  Developmental 
Services,  and  (as  its  "opt  ional-choice"  priority 
service    area)    Rural    Services.

"Priorities  for  People.  "  Its  design  was  to  act ivel y 
involve  consumers,  that  is  to  say,  persons  with 
handicaps,  senior  cit izens,  chi Idren  and  youth,  and  the 
economical ly      needy,  in         the         state's         established 

budget-bui Iding    process.  This    col lect ive    group   was    to 

act       as       "budget         advisors"       to         the      Governor,  the 

legislature   and      the   department.  Consensus      QgrSEQl^Ot 

became    the      primary      tool       of      this       initiative.  The 

outcomes    —  a    comprehensive      budget    proposal       reaching 
from      expanded         appropriat  ions       to         resolutions  for 

improved  service  del i very  and  resource  management  — 
went    before    the    1935  Legislat ive    Session. 
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The    1935      Legislature      adjourned      on   April       25,        1SB5.  PFP 

became  history.  /Although  much  of  h/hat  PFP  put  before  the 
session      was,    ultimately,  to         experience         no         action, 

legislators  did  respond  positively  to  the  entire  process.  P 
number         of  si gni  ficant         requests  received  serious 

consideration.  The  effect  h>as  a  grouping  of  appropriation 
decisions  Mith  positive  impact  for  the  consumers  and 
constituents  for  h/hom  the  PFP  participants  had  h/orked  very 
hard.

Early  in 
1935,  the  Council  directed  staff  to  relocate  to  a 
setting  more  appropriate  to  the  Counci 1 ' s  role  and 
scope  of  activities.  In  May,  the  staff  relocated  to  25 
South  Ewing  and  a  three-room  suite  on  the  fifth  floor 
of   the   Saint    John's   Hospital.        The    Council    now    supports 
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of    three    in      5S2   square    feet    of   useable      office 


/Another  si  gni  ficant  change  for  the  Counci  2  '  s  office 
operat ions  and  its  planning  mandate  hias  the  acquisition 
of  IBM—compatible  computer  equi pment.  fill  three  staff 
persons    are    qualified   and    proficient    in    its    use.  Such 

high  technology  alloh/s  for  increased  product ivity  in 
important  areas  such  as  research  and  report-hirit ing, 
contract  product  ion  and  committee  Mork,  budget  control 
and  accountability,  and  in  format  ion  dissemination.  The 
equi  pment  is  a  welcome  and  cost-effective  addition  to 
the    Counci 1 ' s    resources.
